ther, he Lad told him that he was determ- 
ined not torob his mistress again, which so 
much irritated the wicked parent that he at- 
tempted to beat the boy, to avoid which the 
latter run away. ‘The unfortunate youth 
apprared to be of an ingenious disposition, 
and naturally well disposed, had hefnot been 
corrupted by his unprincipled parent.—
